GERMANY TO 
BE FAILURE 


Rotterdam Correspondent Says 
Famine Next Winter Will be 
Inevitable 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, May 12.—The Daily Tele- 
graph's Rotterdam correspondent says 
according to reliable information he 
has received, Germany's next haryest 
is bound to be a failure. 

“It is this hopeless prospect for the 
future,” he says, ‘that has impelled] 
the German government to a desper- 
ate peace venture through the med- 
ium of negotiations with the United 
States. 

“The failure of the harvest is due 
entirely to the blockade, German 
crops will be poor because German 
impoverished, and ~the 
ground is impoverished because the 
Britigh navy has cut off from Ger- 
imany all its overseas supplies, first of 
cattle feeding stuffs, secondly all arti- 
ficial fertilizers. In all parts of the 
empire farmers have reported that 
their land will not this year bear its 
full yleld. 

“With this fact now before it, the 
government knows that even if staved 
off in the meantime, famine next win- 
ter is inevitable.”

“If Germany should decide to ap- 
rroach us through the medium of the 
United States, the latter would have to 
use its own judgment as to whether or 
not to deliver the request.” 

While disclaiming any knowledge of 
the internal condition of Germany, 
Lord Rebert declared that the incroas- 
ing reports of peace overtures indicate

Get Half of Yoakum’s Share

OTTAWA, May 12.—The examina- 
toin of B, F, Yoakum, of New York, 
before the Meredith-Duff commission 
this afternoon was productive of somo 
rather sensational evidence, 
frst time it was shown to what extent 
Col. J. Wesley Allison shares in the 
profits on the fuse contract made by 
the shell committee with the Ameri- 
can Ammunition Company. According 
io Mr. Yoakum, Allison, through oan 
arrangement made with him to divide 
frofits, gets one-half of the $450,000 
which was Yoakum's share of the one 
million dollars of dividend profits. 
Col. Allison gave orders on the shell 
committee from time to time includ- 
ing the follewing: George Washington 
Stevens, Montreal, $10,000; to Col. 
William McBain $80,000; to EF. Lig- 
ranti $50,000: to Miss M. G, Edwards 
$105,000. The amounts have beer 
cnly partlally paid over, The orders 
were signed by Ccl, Allison and pre- 
sented to Yoakum by the holders, 

Benjamin Franklin Yoakum, of 
New York, railroad magnate on a 
large scale, who has built in his Ive 
5,000 miles of United States western 
toads, now earning a million dollars, 
Was the first witness called, His first 
adventure in the war business was in 
the line of horses and grain, 

At first it looked as though the 
three allied governments would com- 
bine on horses and he had offered 10 
procure 100,000 herses at $265 per 
head, $2,650,000, But the combine did 
rot come off, and he only sold 6,000 

He had known Allison casually for 
16 years before he entered into busl- 
ress relations with him in February, 
1915. 

How He First Met Allison. 

He had first come into contact with 
him in connection with a $80,000,000 
Russian shell contract let to the Can- 
ada Car Company, of which ho heard 
from Col. H. J.°’Mackey and Senator 
Currie. They had desired to know 
whether he would come in on the pro-

capacity. It was through this that he 
had met Col. Allison, who had been 
cverseas on war business. He and 
Col. Allison discussed then the whole 
question of War contracts leading up 
to an agreement between them, 

Two corporations were created 
some time in March, 1915, the British- 
American Company and the Allison 
Supply Company. Neither of these 
companies ever engaged in any busi- 
ress and were cancelled later. With 
the W. J. Allison Company he had 
rothing to do. It was intended that 
the proportional diivsion of any prot- 
its made out of the first two compan- 
ies should be 60-50, to Allison and 
himself, The companies did not KO 
en, but an understanding was reached 
cn the same pesis as to any commis- 
tion which might accrue, 

Another Big Haul. 

For ois experience in the business, 
Mr. oYakum had given Col, Allisou 
twenty or twenty-five thousand dollars 
he did not remember which. 

The first intimation of Canadian 
business was an order for from one 
to two million rounds of small arms 
ammunition, Col, Allison had inform- 
ed him about it. 

The understanding was that unless 
dollar for dollar was put up by Col, 
Allison he should not share in profits 
accruing. He would, however share 
in any commissions, 


Conferred With Hughes, 

Yoakum came to Ottawa in March 
and conferred with General Hughes 
about the cartridge order, 

“Did you tell General Hughes of 
your arrangement with Allison?" 

“No, sir, that was our business.”

“Turkish troops defending Eraingan 
have been heavily reinforced, accord- 
ing to despatches from Tiflis, and are 
offering desperate resistance to the 
army of Grand Duke Nicholas, The 
reinforcements are believed to be a 
portion of the Ottoman army relloved 
for field service at Kut-El-Amara, 

“The Turks are assailing the advanc- 
ing Russians flercely, but are suffering 
heavy losses from the machine gun 
fire of the Grand Duke's troops, 

“One despatch states that at least 
80,000 Ottomun soldiers, officered by 
Germans have reached the Erzingan 
front within the last week, increasing 
to 200,000 the total of Turkish forces 
in that region. Turkish prisoners have 
informed Russian officers that Field 
Marshall Von MacKensen is under- 
stood to have taken command of the 
Turco-German armies in Asia Minor.”

nounced that her son, Capt, Harry 
Fisher, had been killed in action.

Righteousness as the 
Great Goal of Living

That was a fine sermon Theo- 
dore Roosevelt preached a little 
while ago on the subject, “ Right- 
eousness Exalteth a Nation,’’ in 
giving a straight talk to the stu- 
dents of Harvard on some effects 
of the war. He did not announce 
this as his text, nor had he the aid 
of a pulpit within the saered walls 
of aehureh, Tle had just sueh a 
pulpit as the columns of a news- 
paper provided. him, and yet we 
feel his words will sink more deep- 
ly, will have a more widespread 
influence, than many of the 
volumes of utterances that have 
been made on the very same theme 
supported even as they were by an 
environment that renderd— the 
auditors reciprocal, It must be 
admitted, of course, that there is a 
vigor, a directness about anything 
Roosevelt has to say that is” re- 
freshing. He knows what he 
wants; he proceeds without cir 
eumlocution to it; and his 
manner of procedure in’ driving 
home an argument or reaching a 


pret 


conclusion is such as to leave no 
doubt as to his meaning. 

“No nation has a right to a 
place in the world,’ says Roose- 


velt, ‘Sunless it has so trained its 
sons and daughters that they fol- 
low righteousness as the great 
goal. They must seore to do in- 
justice, scorn to submit to injus- 
ties, They must endeavor stead- 
ily to make peace the handmaiden 
of righteousness; to secure both 
peace and righteousness.’* In 
these sentences Roosevelt seems to 
have caught the meaning of the 
Message of the Angels on that first 
Christmas morn when they sang of 
Peace on Barth to Men of Good 
Will.’ That is how the message 
is given in the revised version, and 
one can immediately grasp the dif- 
ference between it and the gener 
ally aceepted version, **Peace on 
Earth, Good Will to Men.’’ In 


the one version, peace is, as Roose- 


velt puts it, to be the handmaiden J japtism will be 
of righteousness; in the other there | clos: 


seems to be the assurance of peace 
on earth and good will among men 
without man himself doing any- 
thing or being anything to gain 
“The Peace that Passeth Under- 
standing. ”’ 

As the angels were the heralds 
of Christ’s coming, so the message, 


one would think, would be the 
keynote of His mission, In one 
translation it is, while in the other 
it is not; and, to put it plainly, 
doesn't the revised version's in- 
terpretation appeal more to our 
commonsense especially in view ot 
Christ’s own words: ** My peace T 
give to you, My peace [leave with 
vou; not as the world giveth give 
T unto you.’’ Does not this im- 
ply: There must be a change of 
heart before the peace comes? 
Such a change of heart, as that 
English soldier experienced when 
he received his revelation in’ the 
awful downpour of war's red rain; 
when he got the vision that led 
him, before he fell in the battle of 
the Marne, to pen these lofty and 
soul-inspiring lines: 

ney say that war is hell, the great 


aceurst, 

sin impossible to be forgtyen; 
Yet Lean look upon it at its worst 
And still see blue in Heaven, 


For when I note how nobly natures’. form, 
or the war's red rain, TP deem it trae, 
» who made the earthquake and the 


n, 
» made battles too 


What a world of thought is sug- 
gested when one reflects upon 
peace as the hand-maiden — of 
righteousness, and how different 
a view one must take of the plans 
of the Almighty. Tennyson writes 
of ‘nature ved in tooth and claw,’ 
and, after all, are we not part of 
nature, and red in tooth and claw, 
also, as this awful war demon- 
strates? That is what we would 
all be if there did not come that 
change of heart that transforms 
us into men of goodwill; trans- 
figures us in the light of that bene- 
ficeence that illuminated the coun- 
tenance of Christ, 

When the world has been 
transfigured then peace will be the 
handmaiden of righteousness, And 
reaching this conclusion, does it 
not show that Christianity is not 
played out, but that we and other 
professing Christians have not 
grasped, as it were, the meaning 
of the lesson we are supposed to 
have learned?

Unprecedented Increase in Cost of 


Materials and Difficulties in 
Making Deliveries 


The average householder and the 
business man has noted the gradual 
increase in the cost of living, but it all 
has seemed a rathed indefinite matter 
noted for its concrete effect upon the 
pocketbook rather than from a statis- 
tical standpoint. 

Local wholesalers have recently re- 
ceived a letter from a prominent 
manufacturer who goes into some de- 


tails as to the increased cost of ma- 
terials that he uses. The increased 
cost of the raw products is not the 
only factor—although it is a_ big 
enough factor in itself—but the con- 
stantly increasing difficulty of secur- 
ing -deliveries of raw materials and 
the .acarcity of skilled and unskilled 
labor, due to the large number of 


workmen in all trades who have en- 
listed has made the life of the manu- 
facturer and jobber something differ- 
ent to one of unconfined bliss.
